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New science building ready in fall

With the end of the school 
year at Clarke now in sight, so 
is the end of construction of our 
new science building! When 
students return to campus next 
fall, our new 13 million dollar 
state-of-the-art science build- 
ing will be ready for action! 

This new 32,000 square foot 
facility will house all science 
classes except for physics, and 
will greatly impact Clarke's 
nursing, pre-physical therapy 
and science majors by pro- 
viding them with new and 
improved classrooms, labora- 
tories and research facilities. 

“The new science building 
reflects the progress Clarke 
has made over the last seven or 
eight years, and it stands as a 
bright beacon to our students, 
our community, and to pro- 
spective students about how 
vital Clarke is,” said Clarke 
President Joanne Burrows, 
SC. “It allows for contempo- 
rary teaching methods that al- 
low faculty to move smoothly 
between talking about sci- 
ence, and doing science.” 

Not only will the new build- 
ing have different laboratories 
for students to learn and study 
about the many different fields

of science, but it will also have 
a student research lab, a green- 
house, and an exercise physiol- 
ogy lab/classroom filled with 
exercise equipment. Director 
of Facilities Management Brian 
Schultes says “The labs are de- 
signed specifially for a particu- 
lar curriculum and to meet par- 
ticular programmatic needs.” 

Students are already talk- 
ing about the new build- 
ing and how much their 


learning experience here at 
Clarke will benefit from it. 
“I am excited about the op- 
portunities it will bring and the 
new labs that it will have, and 
it is going to be a great learn- 
ing environment,” said Clarke 
freshman biology and pre- 
physical therapy major Maddi 
Anderson. 
Sophomore biochemis- 
try major Allison O'Rourke 
works for the chemistry de- 


partment and will be staying 
over the summer to help set 
up the new science building’s 
classrooms and_ laboratories. 

“Tam excited to just be a 
part of it,” said Allison. “I've 
been watching its progress all 
year and it was cool to see it 
grow from a frame to a build- 
ing. I can’t wait to start moving 
in to the labs this summer.” 

Even though all science or 
science-related majors will be 
using the new building the 
most, nonscience majors will 
still have the opportunity to 
use the new building given 
that each floor will have an 
interactive area where stu- 
dents can socialize and study. 

Burrows says “I think all stu- 
dents are going to love the con- 
necting links on each floor. It’s 
a great social space for people.” 

Before students leave cam- 
pus for the summer, they will 
have the opportunity to tour 
the new science building on 
Tuesday, April 30 from 4 to 5:30 
p-m. As far as when a “grand 
opening” for the science build- 
ing will take place, this has yet 
to be decided, but a donor rec- 


ognition ceremony will take

Spanish professor retires after four decades

Shelia O’Brien, BVM, _ has 
been part of the Clarke com- 
munity for 44 years. During 
those years she has held sev- 
eral positions on campus and 
has seen many transformations 
at Clarke.. She is now retir- 
ing from teaching at Clarke. 

In 1969, she began teach- 
ing Spanish after receiving 
her masters and _ doctorate 
degrees from Indiana Uni- 
versity. Along with  teach- 
ing, she has taken students 
groups to Spain and Ecuador 
for summer mission trips. 

She has been an important 
figure in Clarke’s past out- 
side the classroom as well. “I 
was academic dean during 
the late 1970s, a significant 
time in Clarke’s history,” said 
O'Brien. “We admitted male 
students for the first time.” 


During her term as dean, 
she helped to create the nurs- 
ing and business  depart- 
ments, and majors in com- 
puter science and education. 

“It was a chaotic time because 
many alums weren’t happy 
admitting men to Clarke and 
many faculty believed we 
should maintain a traditional 
liberal arts curriculum,” said 
O'Brien. 

O’Brien has received sab- 
baticals to study in Madrid, 
Puerto Rico, and Quito, Ecua- 
dor. While in Quito she was 
able to work with poor families 
at the BVM mission, El Cen- 
tro del Muchacho Trabajador 
(The Working Boys Center). 
She has also volunteered as 
a translator for emergency 


rooms and doctor's offices.

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Clarke acquires new off-campus building for athletics

Since last fall, Clarke has 
been exploring the opportu- 
nity to purchase an_ athletic 
practice facility about four and 
a half miles from campus. The 
purchase of this facility would 
help relieve the excessive de- 
mand on the Kehl Center dur- 
ing the winter months. 

The decision to invest in a 
building was more cost-effec- 
tive than constructing a new 
building on campus, according 
to a Clarke press release. 

Clarke has announced that 
it has purchased the former 
Tri-State Golf Center on Cedar 
Cross Road, near the intersec- 
tion of Cascade Road. The 
building is on 2.4 acres and of- 
fers over 14,400 square feet of 


space for athletic practices, of- 
fices and storage. 

According to the Clarke press 
release, the building will give 
Clarke excellent visibility on a 
highly traveled thoroughfare 
and provide an impressive re- 
cruiting stop for future field 
sport athletes. It also provides 
a year-around venue for sports 
camps. Fundraising has al- 
ready begun for the facility. 

When the Kehl Center origi- 
nally opened in the fall of 
1994, it only served 10 sports 
and 21 staff members and 
coaches. Today, Clarke offers 
16 sports with 18 teams and 
has 35 full and part-time staff 
all scrambling for space in the 
Kehl Center. 


According to the press re- 
lease, in just the past six years, 
the number of student athletes 
has grown from 174 to over 
300. 

The Kehl Center absorbed 
this growth until the addition 
of track and field in 2005. The 
resurfacing of the building’s 
indoor track and the conver- 
sion of the swimming pool to 
a weight room, both funded 
by gift money, helped meet 
increased need, but the Kehl 
Center is no longer adequate to 
handle the many demands for 
usage. 

According to the press re- 
lease, during most of the school 
year, the building is scheduled 
for practices, competitions

The building will be avail- 
able for use by the women’s 
and men’s track and _ field 
teams, the softball team, and 
the baseball team for the re- 
mainder of the spring season. 
Pole vaulters have already tak- 
en advantage of the available 
space this semester. 

As of now, there will not be 
major changes to the building 


besides some minor set up in- 
volving lighting and flooring. 

“The first year of using this 
building will be a time to de- 
cide where improvements and 
changes need to be made,” 
said Director of Athletics Curt 
Long. “Improvements in the 
building should occur within 
the next one to three years since 
this is tied to Clarke's strategic 
planning, and the Opportunity 
came up late in the year.” 

With the expansion of the 
athletic facilities, the building 
may turn into an option for 
other sports practices, 

Now that the building has 
been purchased, Clarke plans 
to add a Lacrosse team in the 
fall of 2015.

The 2013 “Catalyst” is coming 
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Beakers, bunsens, and beer 
at Macklin-Mailander lecture

On Tuesday night April 16, 
the final Macklin-Mailander 
lecture of the year was present- 
ed by Gerri Kustelski, Clarke 
chemistry alum. Kustelski 
spoke about the brewing pro- 
cess for beer and the science 
behind it in her presentation, 
“Beakers, Bunsen’s and Beer.” 

Kustelski works at Summit 
Brewing Company in St. Paul, 
Minn. as the head of quality 
assurance. Summit produces 
100,000 barrels of beer each 
year and Kustelski and her 
team perform microbiological 
tests on each batch of beer. Kus- 
telski broke down the steps in 
the brewing process and start- 
ed by describing the four ma- 
terials needed in the process: 
malt, hops, water, and yeast. 


The process begins as the 
malt goes through cleaning, 
steeping, germination, placed 
in a kiln, roasted at high tem- 
peratures and cleaned again. 

The hops come from a vine 
and give beer its bitterness and 
aroma. The aroma comes from 
the “hop oil” which is released 
at the end of the boiling pro- 
cess. “Beer without hops is 
unheard of,” said Kustelski. 

Different beers use differ- 
ent lypes of water in the brew- 
ing process. Some beers use 
water with extra minerals in 
it. Some of the beer brewed at 
Summit Brewing Company 
use St. Paul water. Finally the 
yeast is added to create the 
spirit and flavor of the beer. 
In the brewing process carbon 


dioxide has a large effect on 
the flavor of beer. All beers 
have different levels of carbon 
dioxide for unique flavoring. 
Kustelski also added that 
her favorite beer that the Sum- 
mit Brewing Company brews 
is the Oatmeal Stout. She de- 
scribed it as a dark beer with a 
caramel, oat, and chocolate fla- 
voring. This Oatmeal Stout is 
also brewed with a special tap 
that pushes it out with nitro- 
gen instead of carbon dioxide. 
Kustelski said she was happy 
to be back at Clarke and giv- 
ing a lecture, but noticed many 
changes since her last visit. 
While here she was able to visit 
her old dorm room in Mary 
Frances Hall which brought 
back memories.
